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NATIONAL GUARD 


PLAN FUR ARMY 


Force of 348,000 Officers 
and Men Proposed—Vol- 
untary Training Through 
Schools and Colleges. 


Washington, November 13.—The 
plan of the National guard associa- 
tion of the United States for the 
reorganization of the state militia 
of the country, embodying a pro- 
posal for a system of voluntary mil- 
itary and physical training. func- 
tioning through the schools and 
colleges, was submitted to the sen- 
ate tonight. in o bill by Senator 
Frelinghuysen, republican, New Jer- 
sey. It was referred to the mili- 
tary committee. The measure pro- 
vides for an armed froce of approx- 
imately 343,000 officers and men.

The bill was drafted by a special 
committee Appointed at the asso- 
ciation’s eonvention in St. Louis last 
May. Owing to the pending army 
reorganizatior. bill, the senate 
committee will give immediate con- 
sideration to the measure. Colonel 
rR H. Gillette, who assisted in 
drafting the bill, will appear before 
the committee tomorrow. 

Under the bill’s provisions for the 
present, a militia bureau would be 
substituted by a national guard bu- 
reau, which would be under the di- 
rect supervision of the secretary of 
war, with a major general as chief- 
of-staff of the bureau, appointed 
by the president. The bill would 
also establish a national guard 
council, composed of one officer of 
the national guard from each state, 
who would have charge of the re- 
organization and development of 
national guard.

Omsk, Thursday, November 
(By the Associated Press.)—The 
evacuation of Omsk by the allied 
missions were carried out today ac- 
cording to program, all the trains 
departing from the central station 


at noon, The British representatives | 


were the first to leave, followed 
by the American consul general, 
Ernest Harris, the French mission 
and the remainder of the Czech 
troops under command of Major 
General Jules Janin. The Japanese 
representatives have announced 
their intention of remaining in 
Omsk temporarily. The American 
vice consul, Trygve R. Hansen, re- 
mains at Omsk, enabling Mr. Harris 
to retain daily contact with the 
Kolchak foreign ofifce and the sit- 
uation generaly from Novo Niko- 
laevsk, where he intends to remain 
temporarily. 

Mr, Harris was charged with the 
responsibility of assuring the re- 
moval of some thirty Russian wom- 
en of the American Red Cross per- 
sonnel]. Additional male workers ot 
the Red Cross, on the advice of the 
allied military mission, also are pro- 
ceeding eastward.

FOR DEALERS IN CARS 


Secretary McLendon Makes 
Announcement of Interest 
to Auto Trade. 


After several consultations with 


representatives of the State Automo- 
bile association, Secretary of State 
Guyt McLendon announced yester- 
day that he had adopted a form of 
pasteboard ten-day tag for dealers 
and that he would ask for bids for 
printing them at an early date. 

Under the old law dealers paid 
$10 and received two metal tags. 
They were allowed to secure addi- 
tional tags, if they needed them, at 
$1 each. After January 1, when 
the new law goes into effect, deal- 
ers pay $50 for a tag number. They 
are allowed to furnish pasteboard 
tags to purchasers of cars, good for 
ten days only, each bearing the 
dealer’s number. The penalty for 
the use of these tags beyond the 
ten-day limit is $100.

SAYS FAIR WACES 
PAID COAL MINERS

Public Has Been Misled 
Concerning Working 
Conditions and Pay of 


Miners, According to 
Statement. 


By James A, Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, November 12.--J. W. 
Dawson, of Charleston, W. Va.. pres- 
ident of the Kanawha and Michi- 
gan Railway Coal Shippers’ as<ocia- 
tion of West Virginia, which oper- 
ates approximately thirty miles in 
the Kanawha field, made public 
the following statement today: 

The public has been misled often 
during the past two weeks by state- 
ments purporting to show the coal 
miner as underpaid and engaged in 
@ grinding battle with poverty. Such 
the case certainly in the 
coal field with whose conditions I 
am familiar. Figures showing ac- 
tual earnings refute any such state- 
ment. 

In the Kanawha field of 
Virginia there are approximately 
100 mines, giving employment to 
about 15,000 men. These men are 
union men. They obeyed the strike 
order of the United Mine Workers 
of America, although the wage in- 
crease and other questions in con- 
troversy had not been negzo- 
tiations between miners and opera- 
tors in that district.

“I shall charge that each and ev- 
ery one of them wickedly and feloni- 
ously confederated, conspired and 
agreed to overturn the federal gov- 
ernment by force and resist the ex- 
ecution of its laws.” 

Resolutions demanding drastic ac- 
tion by state and federal authori- 
ties against radical organization 
have been adopted by American Le- 
zion posts, and other organizations 
in many Pacific coast states. 


UNION NEWSPAPER 
RAIDED BY OFFICERS. 


Seattle, Wash., November 13.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Haids were 
conducted in Washington and Ore- 
gon cities today by state and fed- 
eral officials on Industrial Workers 
of the World hearquarters and many 
arrests were made of alleged mem- 
bers of the organization. 

Governor L. F. Hart, of Washing- 
ton, announced he would start 
state-wide campaign to wipe out 
Industrial Workers of the Word, 
bolsheviki and other radicals and 
called upon all state officials to co- 
operate in the work with federal 
and county officials. The governor 
received messages asking him to 
convene the legislature t® pass 
stringent anti-industrial workers ol 
the world laws. 

Federal officers raided the office 
of The Seattle Union Record, seized 
the entire plant and arrested sev- 
eral employees, including E. B. Ault, 
editor. The raids were the out- 
growth of the killing of four ftor- 
mer service men at Centralia, 
Wash., Tuesday, by alleged I. W. W. 

Seventy-four alleged members of 
the Industrial Workers were ar- 
rested in a hall at Spokane, and at 
Portland, Ore., men alleged to be 
members of the organization were 
being held for examination. One 
of the men arrested at Portland, 
Frank Briley, told authorities he be- 
lieved the Centralia outrage was a 
“frame-up against the Il. W. W.” 

The raid on the Union Record 
was made on instructions froin 
Washinton, D. C., according to Rob- 
ert C. Saunders, United States d!s- 
trict attorney. Federal officers al- 
so seized the plant of the Equity 
Printing company and _= arrested 
Walker C. Smith, editor of The In- 
ternational Weekly, which js print- 
ed in the Equity shop. Smith was 
charged with violating the espion- 
age act. 

E. D. Ault, editor: George P. List- 
man, president of the board of di- 
rectors of The Record, and Frank A. 
Rust,  secretarv-manager ,of the 
Seattle Labor Temple association, 
were arrested charged with viola- 
tion of the espionage act. The Rec- 
ord is owned by the Seattle Cen- 
tral Labor council. 

Deputy United States marshals or- 
dered a truck load of copies of the 
mail edition which was about 
leave the office to be unloaded. 

During Seattle’s general strike in 
February it was charged by city 
officials that the Equity plant,print- 
ed most of the alleged inflamma- 
tory posters and handbills distrib- 
uted about the eity. Ole Hanson, 
then mayor, closed the plant for a 
time.

The Rochdale system of co-opera- 
tive stores was started in England 
about seventy years ago by a little 
group of miners who merged their 
slender resources in order to pur- 
chase the necessities of life in 
larger quantities. 

This practice of colfective buying 
proved so successful that in 1914 
the original capital of $140 had 
gxrown to $300,000,000; the force of 
four ‘employees had increased to 
150,000; and the surplus divided 
at the end of the year to the work- 
ers Who purchased supplies from 
‘o-ops” had jumped from a few 
y dollars to more than $71,000,- 
000. 

Growing in America. : 

The lLiochdale plan began to be 
practiced in America about five 
years ago, and its growth here has 
been even more phenomenal than 
in England. All over the coyntry 
the movement has developed. The 
Tri-State Co-operative society is a 
federation of abgut seventy socie- 
ties, mostly in western Pensylva- 
nia. It maintains a wholesale busi- 
ness with a large warehouse, 

The Central States Co-operative 
Society has about sixty-five dis- 
tributive societies with a wholesale 
warehouse at East St. Louis. One 
of their branches paid a quarterly 
cash savings return of 8 per cent 
to its members. The society at 
Staunton, Ill., declares a quarterly 
cash savings return of 10 per cent.

runback. .

The supreme council, which has 
been the real peace conference since 
the treaty with Austria was signe 
ed, has been unable to  conciude 
treaties with Hungary and Turkey, 
and has failed to solve the Rumane 
ian and Adriatic problems. The ene 
tente powers, it was learned, dé@é« 
sire that the questions remaining 
to be settled after the supreme 
council dissolves shall be handled 
by a diplomatic council to sit in 
Paris and to be composed of the 
ambassadors of the allied and as- 
sociated powers, with 
foreign minister as chairman. 

The state department is opposed to 
that arrangement and favors a plan 
whereby each government shall 
treat the matters still to be con 
sidered at their own respective cap- 
itals, and it is the opinion of offi- 
cials here that this plan will carry. 

It is known that lately the lack 
of progress in the supreme councit 
has been a subject of dispatches 
from Mr. Polk to the state depart- 
ment. On one occasion Mr. Polk aa- 
vised that the United States gov 
ernment bring pressure to bear upon 
the governments of Great Britain, 
France and Italy to effect a set- 
tlement of the Adriatic problem 
conformably with President- Wil- 
son’s ideas. President Wilson was 
taken ill immediately after receipt 
of this message, and his confine~ 
ment suspended any changes of pol« 
icy which otherwise might hava 
been made concerning the negotia-< 
tions at Paris.

Chicago, November 13.—So certain 
were Chicago saloonskeepers. today 
that federal Judges Carpenter and 
Fitzhenry would decide against the 
war-time prohibition and enforce- 
ment acts that they were arrang- 
ing for delivery of liquor stocks. 
Among liquor men !t was hoped 
that bars would be selling liquor as 
of old by Saturday night. 

District Attorney Clyne issued a 
warning that should the liquor in- 
terests be successfulg in the suit, 
profiteering in whisky would be 
prevented. He also declared that 
accepting orders for delivery of 
liquor conditioned on the issuance 
of an injunction preventing the gov- 
ernment fror@ enforcing prohibition 
was illegal. 

Decisions in Kentucky a ndRhode 
Tsland favorable to the liquor inter- 
ests caused stloonkeepers here to 
expect a similar decision in the lo- 
cal district court, where injunction 
suits filed in Peoria and Chicago 
were combined, 

Filing of briefs by attorneys for 
the petitioners and the government 
today completed the case and the 
court announced a decision would be 
given on or before Saturday. 

The two suits were combined for 
convenience and Judge Louis Fitz- 
henry, of Bloomington, sat with 
Judge Carpenter. Attorney Levy 
Mayer. of Chicago. counsel for 
Woolner & Co., of Peoria, and Han- 
nah & Hogg, of Chicago, conducted 
the attack on prohibition, while -As- 
sistant District Attorn¢ys Frederick 
Dickinson, of Chicago, and Clark B.
